How to reduce legs and ankles? 
Try these exercises, but don't expect 
to get a job in the chorus unless you 


do them night and morning without 
fail. A month’s honest test will con- 
vince you they are good. So we plead | 
that much of a hearing before you pro- 
Reducing legs and 


nounce judgment. 
ankles is a difficult job. But then a 
month, or two, or three isn’t long to 
devote to anything that will bring the 
Same returns in happiness. 

1. Lie flat on the floor, bring the 
knee up to the chest and kick the 
foot forward with one swift and pur- 
posefull aim to stretch it to tostips. 
Repeat five times with the right foot, 
then five times with the left. 

2. Stand erect, bringing the knee 
up as high as you can, then shoot 
the leg forward with a good, vigorous 
kick, stretching to the toes. Keep the 
toes turned downward. Repeat five 
times with each leg. 

3. Kick the right leg back forcibly 
from the knee. Stand on the ball of 
the left foot. Support yourself on the 
back of a chair until you can manage 
this movement without support. Re- 
verse to the other foot. 

4. Suspend a pillow in a doorway 
high enough to insure a good stretch 
to make it. Stand back at least three 
feet. Then aim and kick. 

5. There is a good rocking horse 
movement that should be included in a 
leg and ankle reducing set. Take a 
wide step forward with one foot. Bend 
the knee of the projected leg and rise 
on the toes of both feet. Go forward 
and back five times. Then reverse, 
projecting the left foot, and rock.“ 

6. Then there is the staple and high- 
ly recommended exercise of rising on 
tiptoe 20 times at least.
